for adulterating milk without rendering it 
harmful or laying themselves liable to ar- 
rest. 


It was tbe state dairy bureau which first 


made public the scheme, and in their 
annual report they again called .attention 
to the fraud which though, being prac- 
tised cannot 
be. reached 
"by existing 


laws. 


Milk is composed, for the greater part, 


of milk solids, not fat, while of course 
there is a certain amount of fat among the 
ingredients. 
Certain milk 
when sub- 


mitted Co the several tests has "been found 
to have the required amount of milk sol- 
ids, whHe the percentage of fat was very 
low and this is the fraud exposed by the 
dairy "bureau. 


It was found out that condensed milk 


bad been added alter the cream had ' been 
removed by the dealer. Thus the milk is 
practically condensed skimmed milk and 


rich liquid that is "eatin" and 
not the 
drinfcin.' 


The dairy bureau in its report states that 


it is.impossible to prosecute a dealer prac- 
ticing the fraud because it cannot be 
proved that he has removed the cream and 
besides condensed skimmed *milk is not 
"a foreign substance," tbe addition of 
which is prohibited by tbe statute.

Apropos of a milk talk, Major Allen's 


annual report is at hand and it is decided- 
ly interesting. 


Samples of milk to the number of 2097 


have been taken from wagons and stores 
and analyzed. The number last year was 
1340. These figures do not include the 
numerous sam'ples brought in by milkmen 
und others for analysis. Of vinegar 384: 
samples have been analyzed, and of water 
252; 182 of these water samples were 
from the boulevard wells, the others were 
from other sources around the city.

Politicians Stirred-Up by News- 


paper Articles, 


HAUAXA, Jan. 17.—With the exception 


of a lively skirmish between the forces 
under General Luque and the Insurgents 
In Pinar del Rio, there wns no notable en- 
gagement reported yesterday. 


Maximo Gomez is said to Imvo camped 


"Wednesday night at tt point near Guana- 
jay, between Gnnyabal ami San pliuns, 
and ht> seems to have evaded his pursuers, 
ns notliiiiK is said of any further losses in- 
flicted upon him. 


Tlie insurgents In Piuar del Rio, whu 


were reported to have their safety seriously 
compromised by tlie movements and fresh 
stations {>{ tliu troops, are ranging far and 
•wide over that province, apparently at 
•will. 
There is not inucli damaze re- 


ported along their route, exuept to rail- 
road property, as the people of the Vueltji 
Abnjo district are, for the most part, very 
Irieudly to the insurneuts' cause, anil 
offer no opposition to the progress of tlu 
insurgent forces. 


It is almost like moving in n friendly 


country, and superior, forces of trnops art! 
easily avokfed. A pars or all the forces 
•which moved west along the north co(ist 
Wednesday countermarched by the south 
coast. Tlie official report says there wera 
GOO of thorn under Nunez, Benuudez aud 
(Alvarez,"and that-they started back east- 
ward from PatunqnL', passing between 
San Jjiiiz (ind tlie city of Pinar del Rio, 
and very near the latter city. They pro- 
ceeded thciicc along the south coast in tho 
direction of Ciindelariii. 


Scouu Captured. 


General Luque received intelligence ot 


their movement and set out to intercept 
the insurgents' inarch. He marched to- 
ward Angostura, near which point hi! 
met the insurgeut vanguard, which hail 
already left the night's camp. 
The main 


force of the insurgents, however, had not 
yet' come up. Twelve scouts were cap- 
tured, and General Lnque then proceeded 
forward. He surprised the enemy in their 
camp. The insurgents, however, seem ta 
have made a pluoUy stand, and tho battlu 
raged fiercely for two hom-s. At the closo 
of that time their heavy artillery waa 
seconded by a bayonet charge, before 
which the insurgents broke and retreated 
in all directions, as the official report 
avers. Whether this Included the direc- 
tion to General Luque's own rear is uoJ 
specifically stated, and will not bo known 
until the next position of Nunez, Ber- 
mudez and Alvarez is reported. 


Tho insurgents are said . to have lost 


seven killed. Tho colors, together with 
firearms, ammunition andsevcti prisoners, 
fell into the hands of the Spanish, aud the 
insurgents, it- is reported, carried away 
numerous wounded. 
Nineteen of thu 


troops are reported to have been "wounded, 
but no dead are reported. 


Tho village nf San Nicolas, east of 


Guines, in Habana province, has been 
burned and much spoil carried away. 


.Tibacoa, iu the extreme northern por- 


tion of Habana province, is also reported 
to have been attacked, but tho insurgent.-! 
are reported to havo been repulsed. The 
damage they inflicted before tho repulso 
is not stated, but it is reported that they 
left one dead and three wounded, and car- 
zied off several wounded. 


Dlftcoatent In Hnbana. 


Nothing has occurred^ to improve tho 


situation of affairs in the city itsulf, and 
the supply of ordinary necessities of life i.-l 
becoming precarious and exceedingly hifrh 
priced, and the outlook for tlie future 
offers little encouragement. Tho severity 
shown toward thoso who express dissatis- 
faction with the situation and with thu 
authorities dues not avail to- suppress tlii.l 
feeling, aud tho mutterings of discontond 
aud of criticism of the helpless attitude 
of the authorities are' becoming daily 
louder and deeper. 


Even thoso whose sympathies are loyal 


to the Spanish government are hopelnsi 
of any success iu suppressing tho rebellion 
with tho present military force and. ma- 
chinery of organization. It is cliifieult tu 
describe the exteuc of this feeling or thu 
extent; to which it acts as a silent drag on 
the energies and hopes of tha loaders in 
authority. 


Political Mntterings. 


The politicians are insisting upon mak- 


ing themselves heard on the present-un- 
satisfactory state of affairs on the island. 
Tho first published utterance on tho sub- 
ject was the editorial in the Dinrio del 
'Marina Wednesday, entitled "An Unbear- 
able Situation." That article has boruu 
sensational fruit, and the expression oi 
the public mind on tho present method of 
conducting affairs in Cuba refuses lougei1 
to be suppressed. 


The Union Constitucional, the Reformist 


and the Conservative parties yesterday 
announced that they declined longer to 
support Campos in his policy, for the con- 
duct of the campaign against the insur- 
gents or of Cubau affairs. 
There was a 


great manifestation of the people's senti- 
ment, and all spoke their minds quiixi 
freely and frankly. The outbreak of feel- 
ing has caused a great sensation, and a 
feeling ot intense excitement pervades tho 
city. 


The organ of the autonomists espresso:! 


its adherence to the views expressed -by 
representatives of other political parties, 
and Campos is apparently without politi- 
cal friends or support iu Cuba. 
f 


The siune kind of an outbreak threat- 


ened when Gomez first accomplished' ills 
incursion into Matanzas, and was push- 
ing for Habana province. It will'be re- 
3neinbered that Campos hurried to 'Ha- 
banu in tho midst -of the important mili- 
tary operations and .l)ad many aud long 
conferences vrith the political leaders. 


It will also bo remembered that the old 


warrior won the hearts of the leaders anil 
had a demonstration in his honor, and 
that he made a speech pathetically allud- 
ing to die fact that he had reason to .feai 
that some in Habana were not pleased 
with what he had done to check tho iu 
surgents' advance, but adding that he was 
glad to perceive by tho welcome given him 
that this was not true: 


"Votes of confidence in Campos wera 


passed on oil hands, and the authorities in 
Spain telegraphed their thanks to Habann 
that Campos was. thus supported.

this,.-it will be recalled, was accompanied 
with great parade of apparent enthusiasm 
and good feeling and blowing of trumpets, 
and things were smoothed over.

HIS FRIENDS. 


Politicians Stirred Up by News- 


.paper Articles, 


HABAXA, Jan. 17.—With'tho exception 


of a lively skirmish between the forces 
under General Luque and the insurgents 
in Pinar del Ria, there was no notable en- 
gagement reported yesterday.

Tliero 13 not much tlamuge re- 


ported alou£ their route, except to rail- 
road property, as tho people oC the VueltH 
Abnjn district lire, for the most part.'rery 
friendly to tlio insurgents' cause, ami 
offer no opposition to the progress of tiia 
insurgent forces. 


It is almost like moving in a Mcnclly 


country, and superior forces of troops aril 
easily avoided. A part or all tho forces 
which moved west along tho north coasi 
Wednesday countermarched by tho sotitli 
coast. The official report says there worn 
600 of them uuder Nunez, Bermudez and 
Alvarez, and that they started back east- 
ward .from Pateuque, passing between 
San Ijuiz »iud tho city of Pinar del Rio, 
and very near the latter city. They pro- 
ceeded thence along the south coast In the 
direction of Candelaria. 


h Scouts Captured* 


General Luquo received intelligence of 


their movement and set out 'to intercept 
the insurgents' march. He marched to- 
ward Angostura, near which point ha 
met tho insurgent vanguard, which had 
already lefc the night's camp. Tho main 
force of the insurgents, however, had not 
yet co7no up. Twelve scouts were cap- 
tured, and General Luquo then proceeded 
forward. He surprised tho enemy in theii 
camp. Tho insurgents, however, seem to 
have 7nado a plucky stand, aud tho battle 
raged fiercely folltwo hours. At the closo 
of that timo their heavy artillery. wag 
seconded by a bayonet charge, before 
which the insurgents broke aud retreated 
in nil directions, as tho official report 
avers. Whether this Included the direc- 
tion to General Luque's own rear is not 
specifically stated, and will not be known 
until the next position of Nunez,. Ber- 
nuitlez and Alvarez is reported. 


Tho insurgents are said to have lost 


seven killed. The colors, together- 'with 
firearms, ammunition andsoven prisoners, 
fell into the hands of the Spanish, and tho 
insurgents, it is reported, carried away 
numerous wounded. 
Nineteen of tho 


troops are reported tD have been wounded, 
but no dead are reported. 


Tho village of San Nicolas, east of 


Guines, in Habana province, has been 
burned and much spoil carried away. 


Jibacoa, in the extreme northern por- 


tion of Habana province, is also reported 
to have been attacked, but the insurgents 
are reported to have been repulsed. The 
damage they inflicted before tho repulso 
is not stated, but it is reported that they 
left one dead and three wounded, and car- 
ried off several wounded. 


Discontent In Habana* 


Nothing has occurred to improve tho 


situation of affairs in the city itself, and 
the supply ot ordinary necessities of life i.t 
becoming precarious aud exceedingly high 
priced, and the outlook for the future 
offers little encouragement. The severity 
shown toward those who express dissatis- 
faction with tho situation and with the 
authorities doss not avail to suppress this 
feeling, and the mutterings of discontent 
and of criticism of the helpless attitude 
of the authorities are becoming daily 
louder and deeper. 


Even those whoso sympathies are loyal 


to tho Spanish government aro hopeless 
of any success Iu suppressing the rebollion 
with the present military force and ma- 
chinery of organization. It is difficult to 
describe the extent of this feeling or tho 
extent to which It acts as a silent drag on 
the energies and hopes oj tha leaders ill 
authority. 


Political MuttcrinK». 


The politicians are insisting upon mak- 


ing themselves heard on tho present un- 
satisfactory state of affairs on the; island. 
The ilrst published utterance on the sub- 
ject was the editorial in tho Diario del 
Marina Wednesday, entitled "An Unbear- 
able Situation." That article has boruo 
sensational fruit, and tho expression oi 
the publicmind on the present method of 
conducting affairs in Cuba refuses longer 
' to be suppressed. . 


Tho Union Constitutional, thoBeformist 


and the' Conservative parties yesterday 
announced that they declined longer to 
support Campos iu his policy for the con- 
duct of the campaign against tho Insur- 
gents or of Cuban affairs.'There was a 
great manifestation of the people's senti- 
ment, and all spoke their minds quito 
freely and frankly. The outbreak of feel- 
ing has caused a great sensation, and a 
feuling of inteuse excitement pervades the 
city. 


The organ of the autonomists expresses 


Its adherence to tho views expressed . by 
representatives of other political parties, 
and Campos is apparently without politi- 
cal friends or support in Cuba. 


The same kind of an outbreak threat- 


ened when Gomez first accomplished his 
ineursion into Matanzas, and was push- 
Ing for Habana proi'iuce. It will be-re- 
membered that Campos hurried to Ha- 
bana in the midst of the important mili- 
tary operations and had many and loug 
conferences with the politipal leaders. 


It will also be' remembered that the old 


warrior won the hearts of .the leaders ami 
had a demonstration in his honor, ami 
that he made a speech pathetically allud- 
ing to the fact that he had reason to feai 
that some in Habana were not pleased 
with what he had done to- check the in 
surgents' advance, but adding that lie was 
glad to perceive l)y the welcome given him 
that this was not true.

Votes of confidence in Campos wero 


passed on all hands, and the authorities in 
Spain telegraphed their thanks to Habanu 
that Campos was thus supported. All 
this, It will be recalled, was accompanied 
with jjre&t parade of apparent enthusiasm 
and good feeling and blowing of trumpets, 
and things were smoothed over.

crop out at the meeting yesterday because 
no possible progress is being made by the 
committee toward re:ichiug a decision on 
which it can inako a report to the house. 
Some dissatisfaction was expressed be- 
canse tho state departments has not yet 
.furnished the committee this information 
hi its possession on the status aud prog- 
ress of the war in Cuba. 
. About two weeks ago tho house adopted 
a resolution calling upon the secretary of 
state to forward all the evidence in tho 
case in his possession. - This resolution 
has beeii enforced by the request of tho 
committee. Particular request has' beeu 
made for t-he reports and letters to tho 
department by Consul General Williams 
and the United States consuls in Cuba. 
The committee tliink that it is entitled to 
all such information and expects to ob- 
tain it. 


Chairman Hitt ias made several calls 


upou Secretary Olney, and has been told 
that the matter in possession of the de- 
partment WHS being compiled as fast as ill 
could bo. Until ic is before the commit- 
tee, however,'no action can well bo taken. 
In tho meantime, the committee is having

DEATH OF JR, RUSSELL 


PATHEE OF EX-GOV. BTJSSEII 


DEAD. 


He Wa§ Born In 1815 and Was Repre- 


sentative, Senator and aiayor of 
Cam- 


bridge. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 17. — Hon. 


Charles Theodore Sussell, a prominent 
lawyer, and father of es-Governor William 
E. Russell, died last, night after a short 
sickness from pneumonia. Mr. Russell 
.was horn in Princeton, Nov. 29, 1315. On 
his father's side he descended from tho 
-Puritans. His mother was a descendant 
from a younger brother of the Earl of 
Huntington. He was a graduate of Har- 
vard, and was admitted to the bar in 1839. 
Mr. Russell was a member of the house o( 
representatives from Boston in 1844,1345 
and 1850, and for four years was a mem- 
ber of the senate. He was mayor of Cam-, 
bridge In 1851 and 1862. and has been a 
professor of law at Boston university. He 
was prominent in missionary, educational 
and Humane societies. Ho married Sarah 
E. BallUtor In 1361. Ten children blessed 
the union, four .sons and six daughters.
